Disaster Occurs in Front of James 
J. Hill’s Country Residence 
Near St. Paul. 


LUCKY CHANCE SAVES THREE 


St. Paul, Minn., Nov. 24.—[Spetia!.)]—How- 
ard James, vice president and director of pur- 
chases of the Great Northern railroad, and 
Samuel B. Plechner, purchasing agent of the 
road, were killed this afternoon when the 


Mr. James was a nephew of the late Mar- 


Mrs. Plechner, Miss Helen James, end Mise 
Margaret Mann, who were riding in the car, 
were uninjured. Mre. Plechnér lacerated 
her wrist after the accident in pulling Mies 
Mann from underneath the car. 

The accident happened directly in front of 
James J. Hill's country residence, North 
Oaks.“ 


Attempts to Pass Other Car. 

The disaster was the result of an attempt 
by Mr. Jamés to drive ahead of another 
Car, occupied by two men and their wives. 
Mr. James had signaled with his horn that 
he would pass their car, and the other auto- 
mobile turned to the right to allow the James 
car leeway. 

The road where the accident occurred is 
filled in with sand. The front wheels of the 
James machine refused to climb the grade of 


sand and when a few yards past the other | 


machine it toppled a second on two wheels 
and then slowly turned over. 

None of the James party tried to jump. 
Pinned in the front seat by the gates of 
the car. they were erushed to death with- 
out an opportunity to escape. The project- 
ing automobile top fortunately raised the 
tonneau a little off the ground, which prob- 
ably saved the lives of the women. 

Employés from the Hill estate went to the 
rescue, and by the effort of ten men the car 
was lifted and pulled off the bodies of Mr. 
James and Mr. Plechnér. 

Mr. and Mrs. James J. Hilt brought Miss 
Mann and Miss James to the James home in 
this city tonight. Mrs. Plechrier ts in a 
Serious condition from the shock of her hus- 
band’s death and the accident. 


Woman Tells of Disaster. 

Miss Mann, who ie the chaperon for little 
Mies James, and the only one of the three 
women able to tell of the accident tonight. 
said: 

“I can hardly remember how it all hap- 
pened. We attempted to pass the other car, 
but the sand was so thick that we half dipped 
and half slid down the incline, until the car 
slowly—it seemed like an age—toppled over. 

was sitting on the inside and Mise James 
and Mrs. Plechner were thrown over me and 
far enough out that they could craw! out from 
under the car when it had turned over. I wee 
thrown forward and lighted down in the 
space made by the bottom of the car. I don’t 
know how. long I stayed there, but I finally 
was pulled out.“ 

Recalls Wife’s Tragie Death. 

The tragedy surrounding Mr. James’ death 
recalle the tragic death of Mre. James nearly 
four years ago in Athens, Greece. With her 
husband and a party of. friends, she was 
stricken with a serious disease in Egypt and 
in less than a week died. With the ex- 
piration of fivé years, Mr. James had planned 
to return the body here, the Greek law for- 
bidding removal before that time, 

Mr. James had dien with the Great 
Northern railroad for twenty years or more, 
a part of the time having been located at 
Buffalo, N. V., Where he directed the bars 
of the Great Northern steamship companys. 

Mr. Peichner also had been with the Great 
Northern for many years. He was married 
only a few years ago. He had planned with 
Mrs. Pelchner to attend a tea tonight at the 
L. R. Frankel home. The party had gathered 
there to await their coming when the news 
of the tragedy was received. Mrs. Frankel, 
4 sister of Mr. James, is in @ serious con- 
dition over the shock.

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AGAINST POWERS 


Must Guard Every Move in 
Balkan Peace Plans, Says 
Sofia Newspaper. 


EASY VICTORY FOR SERBS. 


Albanian Town Gives Up With- 
out Struggle; Austria and 
Servia Feeling Improves. 


SOFIA, Nov. 24.—The semi-official Mir 
warns the allies to beware of the intrigues 
of the- powers, aiming to break up the Bal- 
kan alkance. 

The first question to be solved, says the 
Mir. is how to exect a satisfactory peace set- 
tlement from Turkey. The second dyty of 
the allies is the settlement of various inter- 
national questions with Europe. For this 
purpose it is most important that the allies 
show a united front. 

Only when these tasks are achieved wil! the 
Balkan states have an oportunity of settling 
their own affairs among themselves. 


BETTER FEELING IN BELGRADE. 

LONDON, Nov. ., 8 A. M.—The political 
situation between Servia and Austrie has 
undergone no material change, but on the 
whole a rather better feeling prevails here, 
saye the correspondent of the Daily Tele- 
graph at Belgrade. ; 

“The general opinion ia, continues the 
correspondent, that the questions at issue 
can be settled without fighting. The Servians 
naturally are anxious to secure afi outlet 
to the sea through their own territories, and 
if Austria meets their wishes in a reason- 
able spirit the risk of war will be easily 
avoided. For trade reasons alone Servia 
desiree accese to the sea, and not from any 
desire to hamper Austria.“ 


Ferdinand Confers with Emperor. 

According to a dispatch to the same paper 
from Vienna Archduke Franz Ferdinand, heir 
apparent to the Austro-Hungarian throne, 
reached Vienna early Sunday from Berlin. 
where he had deen on a visit to Emperor 
William, and proceeded to Schonbrunn, the 
seat of the imperial palace, where he re- 
mained for one hour with Emperor Francis 
Joseph. 

It is rumored in political circles that the 
conversations between Emperor William and 
Archduke Franz Ferdinand will result in a 
sort of mediation between Austria and Russia 
which will be conducted by Emperor William. 


SERBS WIN ALBANIAN TOWN. 

BELGRADE, Nov. 24.—The Servians have 
captured Ochrida- in Albania, without re- 
sistance. 

Detailed reports have been received of the 
battle which preceded the capture of Mon- 
astir, which is described as the bloodiest of 
the whole war. They say that Zekki Pasha 
escapod in the direction of Florina, Pia vid 
Pasha toward Lake Presta, where he is in 
hiding, and that Fethi Pasha, who occupied 
the center position immediately before 
Monastir, retired with his defeated army 
toward Resna, but was overtaken and killed 
and hie army routed. 

The Servian troops managed to cross the 
Cherna river only with the greatest diffi- 
culty and at heavy cost, as the Turks were 
strongly entrenched on the banks. 


Land Reinforcements at Gallipoli. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 24.—Renforce- 
ments from Anatolia are being landed tn the 
peninsula of Gallipoli. which separates the 
Dardanelles from the Adgean sea, to which 
territory Torgut Schefket Pasha's division 
retired after its defeat in Ergene valley. 

Kaimil Pasha, the grand vizier, today con- 
firmed the fact that the arrest of the Young 
Turks was due to the discovery of a plot to 
upset the government. The matter, he said, 
is now in the hands of a court martial and 
the law. will take its course. 

Referring te the Turkish position at Tchat- 
aha, he declared that it is impregnable 
and that the Bulgarians will learn this 
to their cost. 


SHOOT AT CORRESPONDENT. 

LONDON, Nov. 25.—Ashmead Bartlett, cor- 
respondent of the Daily Telegraph, in a die 
patch from Constantinople, sent by way of 
Constanza, says that while returning from 
the front he was fired on by Turkish troops. 
Later it was explained to him that it was 
not through accident but due to orders the 
eoldiers had received to shoot any foreigner 
found within the Hnes. 

By bribing the pickets Mr. Bartlett saye he 
was taken before the commanding officer, 
who provided another officer to escort him to 
Constantinople. He declares that if any cor- 
respondent disappears these orders will ac-

“A few moments later the meat market af- 
forded another example of poor marketing. A 
woman asked for 15 cents’ worth of porterhouse. 
The clerk started to peak, hesitated, then 
grinned and weighed out a pound of round. She 
paid him and 1＋ apparently satisfied, and the 
clerk explained to me: ‘She'll sever know the 
aiff. That's the only steak name she knows, 
and she can’t tell ribs from shanks. Dozens of 
‘em like that.’ 

“To be sure he didn’t cheat her. He gave her 
15 cents’ worth. 

“My mother taught me te know the price 
before buying, and always to ask for a definite 
amount—half pound, two-thirds dozen, etc.-—and 
watch the scales while I got it. 

“ Knowledge of these things gain the respect 
of the merchant, makes him anxious to please, 
and insures fair dealing. It cuts expenses, too, 
by stopping little leaks and pana | thg pur- 
chasing power of a — B. B. M. 


“T have read th ‘nna interest the dally 
letters in your column on ‘How to Reduce the 
Cost of Living.’ So far as I have seen, none 
have touched on the problem I have to solve. 
My husband works entirely upon commission. 
He has no stated salary and his income depends 
solely on his own efforts, and in two years I 
don’t believe it has been of the same amount 
for two weeks. 

“Sometimes it has soared up into three fig- 
ures, then again it has been as corresponding- 


‘ly low, so that it has always been quite a prob- 


lem to me as to how much or how little I must 


apportion for our living expenses. 

“ After trying several plans I have found that 
buying in large quantities and paying cash is 
the best and cheapest way to live. I cannot 
see any point in the argument against buying 
in large quantities. There are seven of us—five 
children—and in eight months our actual living 
expenses have not exceeded $4 a week. This 
includes gas for cooking. 

“We use little meat, but plenty of vegeta- 
bles, and the doctor is unknown to us. We 
bought our winter’s supply of vegetables—po- 
tatoes when they were 35 cents a bushel, cab- 
bages at 3 cents a head, and then made a keg 
of sauerkraut, squash by the dozen, onions by 
the bushel, apples by the barrel, a box of soap, 
canned goods by the conse, flour, beans, maca- 
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“Aside from having always a good variety, 


we have nourishing, wholesome meals, and 1 
claim that a nicely prepared dinner, consisting re i 


of, say, soup, baked potatoes, squash, amed 
onions, a salad of Canned string beans, and 
bread pudding or apple pie, is good enough for 
any one, and better for growing children than 
meat, 


There are . ways of preparing vegse- 


tables, and they are always good. Then Ido 
all my Own. work. Washing, ironing, baking, 
sewing for my five little ones. It keeps me 
busy, of course, so busy that I have no time 
for the card parties, afternoon teas,. e mat 
so many of my neighbors go to, but I always 
have a quiet hour or two when the babies are 
in bed for reading the good literature and cur- 
rent magazines our Übrary has for circulation. 

“Too many girls marry nowadays who can't 
cook a decent meal or sew a straight seam, and 
expect to be able to keep within the limita: of 
their husband’s meager salary. Don't be afraid 
to work, ladies. It is good exercise, keeps you 
from thinking too much, and will surely add to 
your bank account. Raps.“

“We have been married six years and I will 
tell you some of my trials in keeping down ex- 
penses and saving, so that we now have, by very 
hard work, $1,400 in the bank and started with 
nothing.
